neously from New Haven and Athens 
Sunday night gave concrete proof to 
rumors current here for some time 
that Yale and the University of Geor- 
gia will meet on the gridiron next 

@ year at Athens. The date has been 


set for October 12. 

Dr. 8S. V. Sanford, athletic head of 
the university, told a correspondent 
of The Constitution Sunday night 
that he had received Sunday by spe- 
cial delivery a letter from Dr. George 
H. Nettleton, faculty chairman of the 
Yale board of athletic control, stat- 
ing that Yale authorities deemed it 
advisable for the Bulldog of the north 
to come south next season and help 
the Bulldog of the south dedicate its 
magnificent new  stadium—to be 
be known as Sanford field in honor 
of Dr. Sanford—which will be com- 
pleted with a seating capacity of 
around 35,000. 

Crowd for Athens. 

The date has been set as October 
12 and that day will, in the opinion 
of Dr. Sanford, see Athens crowded 
as it has never been crowded before. 
Yale alumni are plentiful throughout 

the south and will flock in for the 
game, as will other fans naturally cu- 
rious to see the mighty Yale team in 
action. : 

It is the first time in the institu- 
tion’s history that a football team 
has left New Haven for football 
games other than at Princeton and 
Harvard, 

“I think,” said Dr. Sanford Sunday 
night, “that Yale’s acceptance of our 
invitation to play in Athens next year 
is a distinct recognition of southern 
football and the forward steps it has 
made in the past few years.” 

Teams Play 7 Years. 

Georgia has played Yale since 1922 
and in that time has won only once, 
that momentous occasion coming in 
1927 when the southern’ Bulldog 
swung onto a 14-10 victory. Each of 
the seven years Georgia has made the 
long, dreary and tiresome trip north 
and put up a good game. 

Last July, after construction of the 
new stadium had begun, Dr. Sanford 
began to cast around for some oppo- 
nent to play in a dedieation game. 
At first he thought of Tulane when 
that team was played this year. 

Then he conceived the idea of bring- 
ing Yale south. People told him that 
it couldn't be done. Dr. Sanford, 
however, likes to tackle these hard 
jobs, as evidenced by the fact that 
he single-handedly secured for Geor- 
gia its beautiful new stadium now 
snearing completion. 

Visits New Haven. 

His first act was to make a trip 
to New Haven and consult Dr. Net- 
tleton and the graduate manager of 
athletics, Woodcock. Both men ree 
ceived the proposition favorably. Then,

BODIES OF AIRMEN 
BADLY MANGLED 


Fliers Pay With Lives in 
Effort To Better Trans- 
Continental Non-Stop 
Jump. 


Prescott, Ariz., November 4.—(#/)— 
The monoplane Yankee Doodle, holder 
of two transcontinental records, caught 
in a blinding rain and fog in _ the 
Bradshaw mountains last night, struck 
against the side of a wall in Crook 
canyon, 23 miles south of here, and sent 
Captain C. B. Collyer, pilot, and Har- 
ry Tucker, passenger-owner, to their 
deaths. 

The plane was en route from Los 
Angeles to New York on a nonstop 
flight. 

Seattered bits of airplane wreckage, 
strewn along the canyon today told 
searching parties the story of the 
wreck and resulted in positive identi- 
fication of the aircraft and the bodies 
of Collyer and Tucker. 

It was believed by members of the 
sheriff's searching party, which found 
the strewn wreckage late today, that 
the craft had struck the canyon side 
with a tremendous force and that the 
heavy load of gasoline exploded @with 
the impact. 

Parachutes Open. 


The open parachutes of the pilot 
and the passenger indicated that the 
pair, realizing their plight too late, 
had made an effort to jump. Their 
landing flares had also been released.

GUN DISCOVERED 
MAT MAY SOLVE 
MYSTERY KILLING 


Detective Lowe Believes 
Gun in Hulme’s Own 
Home Accidentally Fired 
Fatal Shot. 


Officers Sunday indicated their be- 
lief that the fatal shooting of Paul 
Hulme, 16-year-old Tech high student, 
was near solution following the dis- 
covery that a gun owned by the boy’s 
father, L. M. Hulme, had probably 
been taken from the home at 787 East 
avenue, some time Saturday, fired and 
returned to the home. 

This disclosure was made by De- 
tective John Lowe, who was assigned 
to the case late Saturday afteroon, 
shortly after the boy’s body had been 
found with a bullet in the heart at a 
lonely spot off Forrest road near the 
Southern railway tracks. 

Detective Lowe went to the home 
and was shown the gun, a .45-caliber 
revolver, which uses bullets of the 
type which killed the youth. Mrs. 
Hulme stated that to the best of her 
knowledge the weapon had not been 
fired for several months. Detective 
Lowe stated that his examination of 
the weapon led him to believe that it 
had been fired within the past 24 
hours, 

The boy is said by his mother to 
to have left the home shortly after 
luncheon and was then alone, but po- 
lice are inclined to believe that he la- 
ter returned, in his mother’s absence, 
and took the gun from the house. 
They believe that he was probably ac- 
companied by a companion and that 


the two boys took the gun out and 
Paul was-accidentally shot. Detective 
Lowe holds the theory that the shoot- 
ing was probably done accidentally by 
a young companion. This unknown 
youth, it is believed, was panic-strick- 
en by the accident and, impelled by 
fear, returned the gun to the house 
and has since been afraid to reveal his 
part in the killing. 

Several companions of the youth 
will be questioned today by detectives 
in an attempt to determine just how 
the boy met his death. The coroner's 
inquest is to be held at 9 o'clock Tues- 
day morning. 


GANGSTERS SHOOT 
ARNOLD ROTHSTEIN 


—— — 


Notorious Gambler in Se- 

rious Condition After 
Attack on New York 
Street. 


New York, November 5.—Arnold 
Rothstein, millionaire gambler and 
race track man, was seriously wound- 
ed by a shot fired from a passing auto- 
mobile tonight as he was walking up 
Seventh avenue near Fifty-fifth street. 
He was taken to a hospital where his 
condition was described as critical. He 
refused to discuss the shooting with 
poliee, 

Although the bullet entered the 
right side of Rothstein’s abdomen, he 
walked on to Fifty-fifth street, crossed 
the avenue and entered a side door of 
the Park Central hotel, where he col- 
lapsed, 

A policeman who was called recog- 
nized Rothstein, roused the wounded 
man and asked what had happened. 

“Never mind,” he replied, “get me 
a doctor.” 


He also steadfastly refused to dis- 
cuss the shooting with detectives who 
questioned him. 

Rothstein figured in the 1919 world 
series scandal, Ban Johnson, at the 
time vresident of the American league, 
having accused him of paying $10,000 
for stolen confessions of indicted Chi- 
cago White Sox players. Rothstein 
denied the charge and insisted he had 
no counection with the scandal. 

In 1924 Rothstein ‘was indicted by 
a federal grand jury on a charge of 
being an accomplice in concealment 
of a high-priced automobile of Edward 
M. Fuller, of the bankrupt brokerage 
firm of E. M.-Fuller and company. 
At the same time another indictment 
charged him with perjury and attempt 
to defeat the federal income tax law. 

Fuller, testifying before a referee 
before trial of an action begun by 
creditors, said that he had lost $331,- 
000 to Rothstein in five years betting 
on baseball games, races and other 
sporting events. 

Police obtained a partial account of 
the shooting from a taxicab driver, 
who said that after he heard what 
he thought was a shot he saw some- 
thing thrown from a sedan, which he 
said contained three men. 

The taxicab driver picked up the 
object, which proved to be a .35 cali- 
ber revolver with one cartridge dis- 
charged. Police to whom the cab 
driven gave the pistol said the barrel 
was still warm, indicating it had just 
been fired.

Senator Reaches Kansas 
Home After Strenuous 
Campaign; Predicts the 
‘Election of Hoover.

Topeka, November 4.—(4)—Tired 
but confident, Senator Charles Cur- 
tis came home today from his long 
and strenuous republican vice-presi- 
dential’ campaign to cast a vote and 
await the verdict. 

His right hand in a sling and his 
voice almost gone, the doughty cam- 
paigner nevertheless had a smile and 
a wave for old-time friends as he 
passed through town early today in 
his private car to the family home. 
The sling protected a finger injured 
in an automobile door several weeks 
ago. 

Today he began a brief rest earned 
by almost 20,000 miles of campaign 
traveling over the country in the last 
ten weeks and by more than 100 
speeches. Tomorrow he indulges again 
in that rest but at night he will go 
to the home-coming rally arranged for 
him by Topeka and there will say 
his last words of the campaign. 

Predicts Landslide. 

On Tuesday the senator will vote 

in his home precinct, but before the 
first returns of an election so vital 
to. him begin to trickle in he will 
board a train for Washington to tackle 
an accumulation of senatorial business 
awaiting him there. Nor does he ex- 
pect to be in contact with news of 
the election returns during the night 
trip, preferring to await a more de- 
tailed summary and his first news 
upon arrival in Chicago Wednesday 
morning where he will change cars 
for Washington. 
“It’s going to be a landslide,” Cur- 
tis confidently predicted in a state- 
ment of his views. “I have been from 
Maine to Idaho, back and forth and 
up and down the nation. Interest in 
the election has been tremendous ev- 
erywhere, This is as true with the 
women as with the men this year. 
The enthusiasm. and interest of the 
crowds; their attention to the dis- 
cussion of issues and their eager 
manifestations in behalf of the repub- 
lican ticket can mean but one thing— 
an overwhelming republican victory.

May Resign If Victorious.

Rests in New York Dur- 
ing Day and Speaks to 
Newsies; Expects Dem- 
ocratic Victory.

New York, November 4.—The 

shouting and the tumult of the cam- 
paign is over and Alfred E. Smith 
rested today with his family and his 
friends in his suite at the Biltmore 
hotel. Except for two radio speeches 
tomorrow, both to be delivered before 
silent microphones in broadcasting 
studios, his drive for the presidency 
is at an end. 

On Tuesday, along with millions of 
other Americans, he will go to the 
polls and cast his vote—and then, as 
the others will do, he will await the 
counting of the ballots. 

For more than three months he has 
been one of the two central figures in 
a campaign which has aroused the 
interest of the nation to a _ higher 
pitch than has been known in recent 
years and during this period, from 
beginning to end, he has battled with 
sleeves rolled up for the democracy 
which he heads. 

Traveled 11,000 Miles. 


He has traveled far in this time 
from the towering skyscrapers in the 
shadows of which he was born and 
reared—the Atlantic and the Rockies 
have been the boundaries of his cam- 
paign. All told, he has journeyed 
more than 11,000 miles. 

In the “solid south” he heard the 
tunes of “Dixie” and the “Sidewalks 
of New York” blended, and here, as 
in the political border country, the 
midwest and the ,far west, he was 
greeted by thousands who turned out 
to meet him; who cheered him and 
his waving brown derby and shouted 
out a “Hello, Al.” 

Then, waving the derby for the 
last time west of the A}legheny moun- 
tains, he came back to the industrial 
east, where his name first rose to 
prominence for the last drive of the 
campaign—a drive which, to use his 
own words, was the “battle of the 
Atlantic seaboard.”’ 

Closes in Garden Meeting. 

This started in Boston, penetrated 
as far south as Baltimore, and came 
to a close last night in Madison 
Square Garden, where he faced his 
largest audience of the campaign—a 
gathering of home folks who cheered 
for 19 minutes before they would let 
him say a word. 

And before this crowd, which over- 
flowed into the streets outside, the 
democratic nominee summed up into 
one speech all the charges he had 
hurled against his opposition sinee he 
took the stump with his first formal 
address of the campaign at Omaha. 

The Madison Square Garden address 
was his campaign valedictory, so far 
as appearing in person before audi- 
ences is concerned. With all the 
force at his command, he ripped into 
his poiltical foes. He attacked Her- 
bert Hoover, his rival for the presi- 
dency, for what he said was a re- 
fusal to enter into debate on the 
issues before the nation and had his 
audience shouting and applauding 
when he declared: 

“We have had in this country, in 
my opinion, about all we could stand 
of the spokesman idea.” 

Country Wants Change. 

He wound up with the declaration 
that his travels over the country led 
him “to sincerely state to you that 
the American people are alive to the 
necessity for a change.” 

“They are enthusiastic for it,” he 
concluded, ‘‘and they are looking to 
the democratic party, and I am satis- 
fied that the overwhelming, reawaken- 
ed sentiment of the American people 
will be reflected’'in complete demo- 
cratic victory next Tuesday.” 

Today Mr. Smith attended 10 o’clock 
mass at St, Agnes church and then 
started for a short walk, only to be 
forced indoors by a drizzling rain. 
After this he spent virtually all of 
the day in his suite in the hotel work- 
ing on his two radio speeches,

While Associated Press wires flash 
election returns to their more than 
1,200 members all over the, United 
States the night of November 6, sim- 
ultaneously cables and radio over. the 
Atlantic and Pacific will carry an 
unending stream of dispatches filed 
from America by Reuters News, the 
famous British agency. describing the 
presidential election tor its thousands 
of newspaper subscribers in Britain, 
Europe, the British colonies, the Far 
East and the world generally outside 
“ merica. 

Through its direct connections, or 
through its branch office or allied 
agencies, Reuters messages redistribut- 
ed by cable and wire from London 
will reach practically every paper pub- 
lished in England, Scotland, Wales. 
the Irish Free State, every country 
in continental Europe, and = every 
state, colony or dependency flying the 
British flag. In addition a full sery- 
ice will be sent direct from America 
to Tokio and Shanghai for tue bene- 
fit of the Chinese and Japanese press. 

Thousands of words will be put on 
the cables covering every angle of the 
great battle and all will be greedily 
read by foreign newspaper readers, 
for probably never before has an 
American presidential contest aroused 
the degree of intense interest that thaé 
of 1928 has evoked in foreign coun- 
tries and especially in England. 
America today compared to her com- 
parative isolation of pre-war days is 
very close to Europe and foreign peo- 
ple today realize the vital part played 
in the conduct of the nation’s affairs 
by the president of the United States. 

For weeks past Reuters has been 
filing daily long cable stories outlin- 
ing the issues of the campaign and 
describing the characters, so interest- 
ing by contrast, of the competing can- 
didates. Hoover of course from his 
lengthy sojourns in England is well 
known personally to the British~ pub- 
lie which cherishes an _ affectionate 
esteem for the great American who 
did so muth both during and after 
the war for stricken people. Smith, 
while less well known, arouses just 
as much interest. His vibrant per- 
sonality, his brilliant speeches and 
the drama of his’ self-made career 
have struck the imagination of the 
British public and although Smith has 
never held any office bringing him in 
direct contact with foreign countries, 
he and his character are probably 
better known abroad than of any pre- 
vious presidential candidate. 


Special arrangements have been

With 
unprecedented intensity it has been 
prepared for a decision that will not 
only write history as it selects a presi 
dent and vice president, but as wel! 
will send 37 spokesmen to the Unite? 
States senate, a full complement of 
435 members to the house of repre- 
sentatives and will appoint governors 
of 34 states. 

Both Claim Victory. 


The campaign dies in the buffeting 
winds of partisanship that attended 
its birth. To the last Smith and 
Hoover have been deafened by the 
noisy acclaim of their followers, and 
in the shattering echoes both have 
caught the note of victory. Each re- 
turns to his own hearthstone proe- 
claiming confidence that his is a win- 
ing case. The customary last touch 
of officiality has been given that con- 
fidence by the campaign generals. 
Senator Moses, of New Hampshire, 
claiming 409 electoral votes for Hoo- 
ver, and Chairman Raskob claiming 
402 for Smith. _ Both cannot be right, 
and the publie shall decide. 

The radio, whose agency has given 
the remotest hamlet a new and per- 
sonal interest in national politics, will 
convey the closing arguments of the 
standard-bearers. From his home ir 
Palo Alto, Calif., Mr.‘ Hoover will 
speak to the country tonight for 15 
minutes.

Men 
and women still live in Atlanta who 
can remember that in the above men- 
tioned period of my life I was one of 
the “high-rollers” of the community 
and that not infrequently I figured in 
sensational episodes that either amazed 
or amused the local public.

The Victim of Social Customs. 

In my case I was the victim of social 
customs. I had no inherited appetite 
for liquors, for two excellent reasons. 

First, that none of my forebears on 
either side of my house, as far back as 
I can trace them, were addicts to alco- 
holie liquors.

‘In a letter this week to its widely 
scattered clients, one of the largest 
stock exchange houses in Wall street, 
had this to say: “Railroad stocks 


er prominence in the market, and these 
stocks have good chances at the pres- 
ent time. Earnings are on the in- 
crease, and this group has not in any 
sense discounted its possibilities.” 

For a fortnight or more, one large 
stock exchange house after another has 
been going on record with something 
like the foregoing. Railroad stocks. 
however, continue to mark time. 

Before the war a bull stock market 
meant activity in railroad stocks, these 
shares frequently making up as much 
as 75 per cent of the annual total 
turnover on the stock exchange. In 
recent years the annual turnover in 
railroad shares has not shown much 
over 10 per cent of the total turn- 
over, 

For 1911, the year the average price 
for fifty representative stocks, hail 
rails and half industrials, was estab- 
lished, the high was 84.41 and the 
low was 69.57. The average high 
that year for the twenty-five indus- 
trials was 69.76 and the low 54.75. 
For the twenty-five rails the figures 
were 99.64 and 84.80, respectively. 

Led Stocks During War. 

During the war industrial shares 
took leadership of the stock market 
away from the rails. In so doing in- 
dustrials sold very much higher than 
the rails. 

As shown above, the high for 
twenty-five industrials for 1911 was 
only 69.76 with the high for the rails 
99.64. When the bottom of the war 
and post-war deflation period was 
touched in June of 1921, the average 
price of industrials was 66.24. It was 
only 47.59 for the rails. 

In June of 1921 the average price 
of fifty representative stocks, haif 
rails and half industrials was 58.35. 
Only a few days ago a new high for 
all time was established for the fifty 
stocks at 213.69. 

This year's high for the twenty-five 
rails- was 129.10 with the high for 
the twenty-five industrials 302.06. 

Since June of 1921 the average 
price of twenty-five industrials has 
advanced from 66.24 to 302.06, while 
that of the twenty-five rails has ad- 
vanced from 47.59 to 129.10.

Rails Seem Good Buy. 

Failure of railroad stocks in recent 
years to keep step with advancing in- 
dustrial shares, together with the in- 
erease of 1.4 per cent just reported 
in the aggregate net income of the 
first fifty-one railroads to give out 
earnings statements for September are 
two of the high spots at the bottom 
of the predictions now being made 
hy stock exchange houses that rail- 
road shares at the present time are a 
good buy. Other unnamed factors 
are involved. Well informed Wall 
street knows that while unprecedented 
increases have been made in _ recent 
years in the outstanding capital stock 
of industrial corporations, the out- 
standing stock of railroads has _ re- 
mained practicaNy the same. Well 
informed Wall street knows that the 
floating supply of railroad stock in 
recent years has heen greatly reduced 
hy open market buying for mergers, 
by investment buying, by insurance 
companies, investment trusts, corpora- 
tions, individuals. 

Thus it appears that railroad stocks, 
as stock exchange houses are _ pre- 
dicting, have good chances of coming 
into greater stock market prominence. 
Before acting stock market wise, how- 
ever, it might be well to look beneath 
the surface. Traders in the stock mar- 
ket are forever alert to the possibili- 
ties of making money. Why is it 
that industrial shares took the. lead- 
ership of the stock market away from 
the rails, with the rails since 1921 
advancing only from - 47.59 on the 
average to 129.10, while the indust- 
trials were climbing from 66.24 to 
202.06, whereas, prior to the war the 
average price of rails was higher than

mergers in open violation of the Sher- 
man act. Industrial ecorportions get 
together under trade associations or 
so-called “institutes” to regulate pro- 
duction for the purpose of advancing 
or stabilizing selling prices. The rail- 
roads cannot make a change of a frac- 
tion of a penny in their selling price 
without first getting the approval of 
the intertsate commerce commissiou. 
Industrial corporations are free 
sell stock or bonds at any price fixed 
by themselves. Before the railroads 
can issue bonds or stock, permission 
must first be obtained from the in- 
terstate commerce commission with 
the price regulated by that body. In- 
dustrial companies are free to merge 
on any terms. That is not true of 
the railroads. Industrial companies 
are free to increase regular dividends, 
declare stock dividends, have stock 
split-ups. The railroads under strict 
government regulation have no such 
freedom of action. 

The freedom of action enjoyed by 
the industrial companies naturally 
makes for speculative possibilities 
stock market wise. Speculative possi- 
bilities make for adavnecing prices and 
stock market activity. Hence since 
the government started in earnest to 
regulate the railroads, from the spec- 
ulative viewpoint, railroad stocks have 
been traling industrial shares, drop- 
ping far behind. Sut on the other 
hand, strict government regulation of 
the railroads, while eliminating spec- 
ulative possibilities of railread shares. 
has greatly added to the credit and 
investment standing of such shares. 
Today the credit of the railroads as 
a whole is greater than ever before 
in the history of the transportation in- 
dustry.

trustees, 

At the annual meeting here last | 
year the split season was adopted as 
an experiment. A three-fourths vote 
of the directors will be required to 
enact legislation providing for the 
split season arrangement in 1929. 

While no official statements have 
been forthcoming, four club owners 
are understood to be against continu- 

ation of the double season plan— 
enough to defeat it. These clubs are 
Memphis, Birmingham, New Orleans 
and Nashville. Atlanta, Mobile and 
Little Rock have announced in favor 
of the split season, while no expres 
sion of opinion has come from Chatta- 
noogu. 

The meeting will be a_ legislative 
one that will consider any proposed 
amendments to the constitution or 
changes in rules. R. J. Spiller, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta club, has an- 
nounced that he will seek to trim the 
player limit of 18 to 17{ and put a ban 
on class restriction. The 18 players last 
season included five Class B or lower 
players. Fourteen games were forfeit- 
ed against Atlanta during the past 
season for exceeding the class limit. 

Meeting at 9 o'clock tomorrow 
morning, the club owners are expected 
to finish their business in one day.

REPARATIONS PARLEY 
APPROACHES AMITY 


Paris, November 4.—(4)—tThe ef- 
forts of the allied governments to 
couch in identical terms their replies 
to Germany's note on the constitution 
of a committee to discuss revision of 
the Dawes plan for reparation pay- 
ments, occupied a busy day here. The 
fact that it was Sunday failed to halt 
the activities of the statesmen and 
diplomats who have been engaged in 
the negotiations for the past week. 

Premier Poincare conferred with the 
telgian and Japanese ambassadors, 
and at various times since Saturday 
noon he also has talked with S. Par- 
ker Gilbert, the American, who _ is 
agent-general for reparations; Signor 
Pirelli, of Italy; Ambassador Von 
Noesch, of Germany, and Sir William 
Tyrrell. British ambassador. 

Despite attempts to keep proceed- 
ings in the closest secrecy, it is un- 
derstood that a compromise has been 
reached concerning the interpretation 
of “independent” as applied to mem- 
bers of the committee, on which the 
French and German viewpoints had 
been reported at variance. Poincare is 
said to have yielded to the extent of 
abandoning his idea of appointing gov- 
ernment functionaires to the commit- 
tee, although he is understood to be 
adamant in provising the experts with 
instructions on the minimum demands 
of France, below which they would be 
unable to treat or bind the French 
This position is said to 
be acceptable to the others. 

The names of those who will con- 
stitute the committee have not been 
officially announced, Hut it is regard- 
el as virtually certain that they will 
be Governor Emil Moreau, of the 
Bank of France; Emil Franequi, for- 
mer Belgian finance minister and 
stabilizer of the Belgian france, and 
Sir Josiah Stamp, British statistician 
and economist, who has made a special 
study of reparations. Signor Pirelli 
has already been appointed by Premier 
Mussolini as the Italian member.

EGISLATION ON RADIO 
UUMS IN CONGRESS 


Election Results May Deter- 


mine Future Legal Fate 
of Radio. 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Copyright, 1928, by the North American 
Newspaper Alliance.) 

Washington, November 4.—Election 
results may determine the legislative 
fate of radio. The presidency and the 
makeup of congress are important 
factors in the future governmental ad- 
ministration of this newly developed 
force in American life. Radio is 
bound to be considered seriously by 
the next president of the United 
States and by the next congress. 

Many of the “younger statesmen,” 
after having observed the tremendous- 
ly important role of radio in the cam- 
paign, will want to attach their names 
to radio legislation. An investigation 
of the federal radio commission will 
probably take place and a veritable 
deluge of bills will be introduced 
when the short session of congress 
convenes next month. But the unex- 
pected will happen if any other than 
tentative measures of expediency are 
enacted before next March 4. 

Permanent radio legislation will 
probably come out of the seventy-first 
congress, to which some of the legis- 
lators who have shown the greatest in- 
terest in radio law so far may or may 
not return. Senator Watson, who was 
chairman of the senate committee hav- 
ing radio in charge, will return and 
so will Senator Couzens, but Senator 
Dill, often called the father of the 
present radio act, faces a battle for 
reelection against a republican oppo- 
nent in the state of Washington. 

Representative Wallace White, 
chairman of the house committee on 
radio, has already been reelected from 
his Maine district. In a republican 
administration, he would undoubtedly 
have his chairmanship again if he de- 
sired. 

Congressman Davis, author of the 
famous equalization amendment, will 

robably be back from his Tennessee 
district. He is ranking democratic 
member of the house committee, and 
wouldhe in line for the chairmanship 
if the democrats gained control of the
